Reminder 


Do not accept any items that are not listed on your delivery ticket. They belong to 
another school and the driver needs to return them to the warehouse so we can get 
the items to the right place. 


If the driver attempts to deliver processed product that does not belong to your 
school and the processed product is accepted, your LEA must pay for the product. 


Turkey Delay 


USDA has not purchased bulk turkey. This will cause a delay in LEA’s receiving 
processed turkey product until February 2006. We will continue to provide 
updates as we receive information. 


Prorated Commodities
